said, and reached the area of Grott- 
kau, 12 miles weast of the Oder 
and about 24 miles northwest of 
Oppeln.

lau and 90 miles south of Berlin. 


While this new attack was not 
confirmed by Moscow, dispatches 
from the Soviet capital indicated 
big news might be expected from 
Konev's First Ukrainian army front 
shortly.
